This spot, which was to have been a 
reservoir but is not one, is now hollow 
about three-quarters of a mile long and 
a quarter of a mile wide; muddy in spots, 
rock strewn in places, and overgrown with 
Here and there there stag- 
nant pools of water.

Half of the reservoir has 
been finished. Whether the other half 
will ever be finished or not is a question. | 
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History of a Costly Contract, 
This is the history of the Jerome Park | 
Reservoir, in brief: As far back as 1885} 
the project of building a reservoir in the 
neigiborhood Jerome Park and of 
storing there the water brought down to 
the city by the new Croton Aqueduct was 
taken up seriously, and engineers were | 
put to work. For various reasons, at | 
that time thought amply sufficient, the 
scheme was abandoned, and nothing more 
was heard of it until nearly ten years later. | 
Then, in 1894, a corps of engineers. was 
sent out to survey the ground and do 
the preliminary work necessary before} 
bids for the construction of the reservoir 
were asked for. 

The reservoir, as finally planned, was 
to have held approximately 2,000,000,000 | 
‘gallons of water. It was to be divided | 
into two basins, known as the west and | 
the east basins, and Mr. Fteley, the then | 
chief engineer of the Aqueduct Commis- | 
sion, estimated the cost at $6,882,690. This | 
was to have included the cost of both/ 
basins, as although the reservoir was divid- 
ed into two parts, the contract under 
which it was to be built was to be for} 
both basins together. 

In due time advertisements for bidders | 
were issued and more than a dozen bids | 
were submitted. The lowest came from, 
John O’Brien, and was not acceptable to | 
the Commissieners, The next lowest came 


from John B..McDonald, a contractor who 
had recently arrived here from Baltimore, | 
and at that time practically unknown in| 
this city. His bid for the entire work was 

5,473,060, and it was accepted. The con- 
tract was signed on Aug. 23, 1895, some- 
what over thirteen years ago, and the 
work was begun soon afterward. In addi- 
tion to the buflding of the two basins of 
the reservoir, the contract included the 
construction of what was known as the 
Croton Aqueduct North. 

When the contract was made the law 
provided for a ten-hour day. The time 
originally set for the completion of the 
work was Nov. 1, 1902. That the work 
should be finished by this date was a/| 
confition of the contract, and percent-| 
ages were to be withheld from the pay- | 
ments to the contractor to insure the ful- | 
fillment of the conditions of the con 
tracts in this and other regards. 


Work Stopped; City Paid, 


Work on tthe new project proceeded with 
fair expedition until the Spring of 1900.

His Authority for Attack on Steel | 
Trust Demanded—Col. Muihall 
Shouts Down Clark.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Herbert E. 
‘Miles, Secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers and Chairman of 
the association’s Tariff Committee, made ; 
a long attack on the steel ard fron sched- 
ules in the Dingley law to-day before the! 
House Ways and Means Committee. Mr. 
Miles and his associate, Mr. Lewis, were | 
active last Spring in behalf of “ the ! 
manufacturers of the-country,’’ but he 
made it plain that he did not appear for 
the organization, but ‘“‘as one of 80,000,- 
000 consumers, as one of 150,000 to 175,000 
manufacturing consumers, as an employ- 
er who pays $500,000 annually in wages, | 
and as an independent, non-trustified | 
manufacturer.” 

Mr. Miles is a manufacturer of farm 
implements and usés as his raw material | 
@ great deal of iron and steel. His plea | 
in behalf of the ultimate consumer was 
for radical reduction of the steel sched- j 
ule to a maximum and minimum basis | 
when the minimum on heavy steel prod- 
ucts would be free trade and the maxi- 
mum a duty of about 15 per cent. This 
would, he said, be enough to give the 
United States a weapon with which to! 
enforce a demand for reciprocity arrange- 
ments with foreign nations. It would 
also enable farmers to get implementa 
cheaper and would benefit many others, 

The attention of the committee centred 
on the witness with his opening state- 
gment that he had been surprised at the 
largeness of heart and gentleness shown 
to former_witnesses who had not wished to 
give all the facts. He then declared that 
he appeared as a consumer suffering “‘ in- 
finite wrong’’ from the Dingley act and 
expecting to continue suffering under any | 
bill similarly drawn. For the laboring 
people, he said, the reduction he advo- | 
cated carried with it three chances for in- | 
creased wages and none for a reduced 
yemuneration. He pleaded for the inde-| 
pendent “ untrustified '’ manufacturers, of 
whom he is one, who have, 
fight against an absolute monopoly 
tered by act of Congress, 

Gives McKinley as Authority. 


“As Mr.“McKinley said, in one of his! 
speeches,” he went on, “the excessive 


duties that are in the Dingley tariff should 
be traded off in getting foreign conces- 
sions. The only reason for a maximum 
duty is to pave the way for the mini- 
iaum.”’ 

Representative Dalzell and Chairman] 
Payne took up the gauntlet at once, in- | 
quiring in what speech Mr. McKinley had} 
made any such remarks. Mr. Miles prom- | 
ised to give the exact reference in his 
brief. ; 

‘I am myself a Republican and a pro- 
tectionist,’’ he proceeded, ‘‘and I agree 
with the plank in the Republican platform 
which says that the basis of protection 
should be the difference in labor cost here 
and abroad. I would even let that dif- 
ference be 125 per cent. of the actual dif- 
ference as figured by an enlightened self- 
ishness.

Mr. Miles said the total labor cost in 
oil as manufactured by Stane@ard Oil was 
but 6 per cent. of the selling price, This 
labor, he said, was protected by a tariff 
of 98 per cent., and the American con- 
sumer is charged from 35 to 65 per cent. 
more than the foreigner. 

**The protection that is defended as a 
protection of labor,’’ he declared, ‘is six 
times the cost of that labor. On the other 
hand last year this country’ exported 
$78,000,000 of steel and sold it at a price 
from 35 to 65 per cent. cheaper than in 
this country. If we of this country had 
bought that $78,000,000 worth we should 
have had to’ pay for it $30,000,000 more 
than the trust was glad to sell it for to 
the foreigner. And during that period, for 
which protection was so loudly demanded, 
the steel imports were practically nil.

VAIN EFFORT TO BEACH HER 


She is Under 42 Feet of Water In Buz- 
zard’s Bay—Arbuckle to Make An- 
other Attempt to Raise Vessel.

NEW FEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 5.—With 
Only a portion of her forward deck, her | 
funnel and her masts projecting above 
the water, the United’ States cruiser 
Yankee, which yesterday was floated 
from tl dangerous Hen and Chickens 
ledge at the western entrance to Buz- 
gard'’s Bay, where she had been held for 
ten weeks, rested to-night on the bottom 
of Buzzurd’s Bay, not far from the Peni- 


/ kese Island, and on which is the State 


leper settlement. 
Although the Yankee’s present position 


) and condition are most unfavorable, it is 


the general opinion among wreckers and 
haval officers that her raising will prove 
t6 be a much less difficult undertaking 
hére than was the freeing her from Spin- 
@le Rock of the Hen and Chickens ledge. 

The latest misfortune to an unfortunate 
ship ‘was due primarily to the rough 
weather which prevailed in Buzzard’s Bay 
last night, “combined with the strained 
and leaky condition of the cruiser, Tow- 
ing’ hawsers connecting the Yankee with 
two tugboats parted repeatedly, and it 
Was during an endeavor to attach an- 
other towing line that one of the tugs, 
the John Harlan, was lifted on a great 
Wave and smashed against the side of the 
cruiser, breaking in a port, which allowed 
the water to flood the compartment where 
the air compressors were at work. The 
accident disabled the machines, and later 
put out the fires under the boilers which 
furnished the power for the wrecking | 
pumps. 

Warned to Leave the Ship. 


The cruiser did not sink at once. Capt. 
James T. McAllister, who was in charge 
pf the marine engine of the wrecking 
work,.in view of the danger, warned the 
Members of the wrecking crew to leave 
@fie ship. All but.six of the ninety-two 
gen left. The Yankee was then straight- 
@ned as. well as the wreckers could do it, 


‘and an attempt was made to drag her to 
Penikese’ Island and beach her there. 


Whis plan seemed likely to succeed, when, 
fiot far from the island, the cruiser filled 
Suddenly and sank in forty-two feet of 
water, 

Commander Charles C. Marsh ofthe 
fYankee, Capt. McAllister, Engineer Weth- 
@rspoon, and the six members of the 
Wrecking crew who were on board ran up 
the rigging, and later jumped safely on 
board the Powhatan. 

The tug John, Harlan suffered some-; 
fwhat from her impact against the Yankee, 
the railing and stanchions about the pilot 
Mouse of the tue being carried away, 
while the commander of the tug, Capt 
Chase, had a narrow escape from serious

While on her way from Cuttyhunk_ to 
Newport for a supply of coal, the Yankee 
struck on Spindle Rock, a part of the 
Hen and Chickens reef at the western 
entrance to Buzzard’s Bay during a thick 
fog on Sept. 23. 


Arbuckle Floats the Yankee, 


After persistent efforts by the Govern- 
ment to free the cruiser had failed, John 
Arbuckle, the New York sugar refiner, 
believing that he could float the vessel 
by use of compressed air, offered his ser- 
vices, and a contract was made between 
Mr. Arbuckle and the Navy Department, 
by the terms of which the sugar refiner 
was to get $87,500 if he floated the Yan- 
kee, while, if he failed, he was to receive 
$25,000 as part payment for his services. 
A long aad difficult task was presented, 
but yesterday the Yankee was floated. 

The commander of the Yankee, Com- 
mander Charles C. Marsh, has remained 
on board the Yankee ever since she 
struck the ledge. Up to the time when 
the cruiser foundered to-day, Commander 
Marsh had left her deck but once, and 
on that occasion he went to Newport to 
consult with naval ‘officials on the plans 
for floating the vessel. 


When John Arbuckle, whose com- 
pressed-air scheme succeeded in floatin 
the Yankee, was seen at his home, 81 
Clinton Street, Brooklyn, yesterday, he 
said he would make another attempt to 
raise the cruiser, ‘‘I still have faith in 
compressed air,”’ he said. “If a vessel 
with 11,000 to 12,000 tons displacement 
can be floated in this way there is no 
reason why the Yankee cannot be brought 
to the surface again,”’ 

He did not know when the work of 
floating the Yankee again would begin, 
but he declared that no time would be 
lost in making another attempt. 


INQUIRY INTO THE ACCIDENT, 


Navy Department to Establish the 
Responsibility of Capt. Marsh. ~ 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Navy De- 
partment was advised to-day of the sink- 
ing of the cruiser Yankee, which had been 
raised from Hen and Chickens Shoal and 
was on its way to New Bedford. This 
second accident to the cruiser is not re- 
garded as of prime importance, for the 
vessel has sunk in deep water, where oper- 
ations with pontoons will be possible. The 
vessel now lies in a more favorable posi- 
tion than before, and the probabilities of 
saving her are much better. 

Commander C. C. Marsh, the executive 
officer of the cruiser, advised’ the Navy 
Department of the second accident. His 
telegram follows:

The 
business houses must pay as much as the 
Government offers, or they are unable to 
get clerical help; they have to pay duty 
on all goods imported from the United 
States, and hence they have to charge 
enormous prices for their goods. This 
comes directly out of the pockets of the 
Americans and other purchasers of for- 
eign goods in the islands. The salaries 
paid in the Philippines are double what 
are paid in any other part of the Orient 
for similar work by ‘native labor. Also 
since’ the Philippine Assembly came into 
being the pushing forward of wholly un- 
fit applicants by petty politicians has 
been a feature that the civil, service au- 
thorities have been confronted with at 
every turn.

TWO KILLED IN EXPLOSION. 
Were the Only Ones in American Pow- 
der Company’s Plant at the Time. 


MAYNARD, Mass., Dec. The 
ing mill of the American Powder 
pany’s plant, in this town, blew up at 
noon to-day, and two men were killed. 
The building was demolished. The dead 
are Thomas Cary and Thomas Water- 
house. The men were the ones at 
work in the building at the time of the 
explosion. 

Nothing could be discovered about the 
aecident to indicate the cause. No other 
mart of the plant was damaged, the build. 
ings being widely separated for the sake 
of safety. ‘ 

The corning mill is the most important 
and expensive of any of the buildings, 
It is the place where the powder, after it 
has been pressed, is picked apart before 
being sent -to the dryhouse in the final 
stages of its preparation for the market.

; economize in code methods, To some ex- 
tent, he said, high cable rates had been 
redréssed by the compilation of larger 
and more complicated codes, but. these 
imposed ‘‘an enormous amount of ex- 
; pense and trouble’ on their users. 

The effects of the elaboration of codes 
and cyphers is thus described by the 
cable rate reform party: ‘‘Codes have 
done much in the past, but they canno: 
go on forever keeping back the rising 
wave of demand for telegraphic facilities 
at cheaper rates. So far they have done 
yeoman service for the monopoly cable 
companies. To these the codes have been 
safety valves against the expansion of « 
rising demand to wipe them off the slate 
in favor of Governmerg purchase or cost- 
Erice-only rates. But even the codes wil! 
|no longer serve.’ The volume of intelli- 
genceGSof a general and a social charac- 
ter, such as domestit occurrences of many

Codes for Special Class. 


That a vast quantity of business in the 
|; aggregate is withheld from cable com- 
panies by the high prevailing charges 
upon the part of persons who cannot avail 
themselves of codes Is unquestionably the 
case. Such messages, too, written in plain 
language are susceptible to easy trans- 
| mission by operators who can abbreviate 
the words, whereas they cannot omit a 


character Or a punctuation mark in send- 
ing code words without running the 
chance of distorting the entire message 
or rendering it unintelligible. The devel- 
opment of the code is really the develop- 
ment of special class cabling. It has the 
tendency to keep the cable tolls at high 
figures, and thus deprive countless per- 
| sons from using cables who otherwise 
|; might do so. 

Many wealthy merchants and others are 
| willing to have cable rates maintained at 


|advantage figures for this gives them an 








advantage over less wealthy competitors. 
A case in point was mentioned by an offi- 
cial of the Central and South American 
| Cable Company. Before that company 
extended its service to Buenos Ayres the 
rate per word to the Argentine capital by 
the English company which monepolized 
the service was $5 a word. The Ameri- 
can company In soliciting business pro- 
posed a concession in rates. To its sur- 
-prise it was waited upon by a number of 
merchants of Buenos Ayres, who protest- 
ed against any rate reduction, and when 
asked why, frankly stated that they 
could afford to pay the rate in conse- 
quence of the advantage it gave them 
over less wealthy competitors, who could 
not under the existing tariff use the 
cable. 

The use of codes in cable transmission 
does not, it is held in circles familiar 
with their use, give uniformly favorable 
results, either to the cable companies or 
their patrons. In certain cases where ab- 
solute secrecy is required they are essen- 
tial factors to business, and pe where 

uick transmission is the chief considera- 
tion, such as stock arbitrage business be- 
tween New York and London, business 
could scarcely be conducted without them. 
In the latter.case the use of codes in 
cabling does not arise from reasons of 
economy, but to secure speed, one word 
which can convey the mean ng of ten 
going faster on the wires than the ten. 

But the transmission of code words has 
to be very carefully performed; and this 
delays the speed of transmission, as com- 
pared with a message in plain words, to 
some extent.

Nevertheless, the rates for cabling to 
South American points were revised, upon 
a scale of reduced tariffs. Competition 
always does that in cabling, and the con- 
spicuous cases of cable rate reductions 
that occur to mind, such as those across 
the Atlantic,-up4n each occasion—to Aus- 
tralia, China, South America, and_ the 
like—have resulted almost invariably from 
the construction of some new line or the 
extension of an old one into a new field, 
whereas reductions as a result of im- 
provements in cable construction or im- 
proved methods of transmission are prac- 
tically nil. 





NO PLANS OF THE CLERMONT. 


| Hudson-Fulton Committee Can’t Get an 


Accurate Description of First Steamer. 


While accurate data has been obtained 
whereby the Dutch ship Half Moon, 
which sailed up the Hudson River in 1609, 
can be faithfully reproduced for the Hud- 
son-Fulton celebration next Fall, no sat- 
isfactory material is extant whereby 4 
true facsimile of Fulton’s first steam- 
boat, Clermont, which came 200 years 
after Hudson’s discovery, can be made. 
The most painstaking search has been 
made, but no builder’s or engineer’s plans 
of Fulton's famous steamboat have been 
discovered. 

Rear Adnfiral Coghlan, whose sudden 
death yesterday will be a distinct loss to 
the Hudson-Fulton Celebration Commit- 
| tee, had made for several months an ex- 
haustive search for the original plans of 
the Clermont, and only last week 
ported, on behalf of the Half Moon Com- 
mittee, that the lack of sufficient data 
on the building of Fulton's steamboat 
would make it impossible to reproduce 
accurately the pioneer gteamboat, 

No contemporary engraving, so far as 
is known, exists of the Clermont, the 
pictures depicting the steamer on _ the 
Hudson having been made at a later date, 
when alterations had been made to the 
original boat. The New York Historical 
Society possesses what is probably one of 


the most authentic of these early repre-

DUTY ON FINE TEA BOXES. 


Artistic Packages Hereafter Will Be 
Assessed by Customs Officials. 


A decision of importance to importers 
has just been made by James B. Rey- 
nolds, Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The order was made public here 
yesterday. 

The attention of the Department was 
recently called to the fact that tea is 
being imported into the United States 
in five-pound packages and in containers 
of elaborate design. Some of these cov- 
erings are of wood lacquered and orna- 


mented with birds and flowers; others 
are glass jars with metal tops and han- 
dles. 

Mr. Reynolds instructs the customs of- 
ficials to assess oer on these elaberate 
coverings, leaving the importers, if dis- 
satisfied, to seek a remedy by protest.

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MAY RACE IN MEXICO. 


American Turfmen May Revive Sport | 
There in 1910. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 5.—Proposi- 
tions to race American horses in Mexico, | 
it was learned here to-day, have recently 
been made to Col. Matt J. Winn of this 
city, who is President of the American | 
Turf Association. Within few weeks 
Col Winn, accompanied by Algernon 
Dangerfield, Secretary of The Jockey 
Club, and Lyman Davis, Secretary of the 
Louisville Jockey Club, will go to Mexico 
to look over the field. | 

If plans develop as expected, the first 
season will open in January, 1910, with the 
running of the $25,000 Mexican Derby as 
the opening event. Some time this month 
a meeting will be held in New York City 
by those interested in the project, and 
definite steps will probably be taken then | 
to go forward with the matter. 

Col, Winn says. that the Mexican Jockey 
Club, which will have supervision anc 
general control of racing in Mexico, has 
already been formed. Many of the most! 
prominent American turfmen and breed- | 
ers are interested in it. Among them are 
Messrs. Keene, Haggin, Whitney, Butler, 
Dwyer, Follansbee, and Mackay. Ground 
for the race track at the City of Mexico 
has already been secured. It is near the 
castle of Chepultapec, within fifteen min- | 
utes’ ride by street car from the heart 
of the city. There are 100 acres in the 
site, and the Jockey Club is ready to 
spend $800,000 on the plant. 

It is proposed to have a circuit of five 
cities. Beside the City of Mexico, it is 
practically certain that Monterey and 
Juarez will be included. | 

The Mexican Government has agreed to |} 
give the Jockey Club $25,000 a year for 
ten years. . It provides the ground on 
which the plant at the City of Mexico 
will be built, and concedes the racing} 
privileges for twenty years to the Jockey 
Club.

To acquire this affable state a 
day in an otherwise crossgrained world, 
most of us are willing to sin against our 
health to the extent of a demi-tasse, a 
cigar or two, and a cordial.

Rhyme, but Some Simple Rules Conquer Them.

A Change from the City. 


The children’s village must seem a most 
wonderful place to these waifs of misfort- 
une when they first get a glimpse of the 
charming Queen Anne cottages, with their 
spick and span white curtains, demurely 
tmpressive respectability within. 

The property, which covers over 300 
acres, is valued by the New York Juvenile 
Asylum (the title of this corporation) at 
$1,500,000. This is a private investment, 
speculative only to the degree of philan- 
thrropic extri vagance that may involve its 
Directorship. Phe City of New York is 
supposed to pay this private corporation 
enough money to support every boy who 
is committed there, but the Directors 
claim that it costs them $60 per capita 
éach year over the city allowance. This 
deficit, it is hoped, will be alleviated when 
the accommodation for bad boys jg in- 
creased.

In case of any viola- 
tion of this agreement, which is slightly 
different according to the difference ir 
State laws, a provision is made by which 
the agreement can be dissolved. There is, 
of caurse,:.a possibility of some undue ad- 
vantage being taken of this,plan by the 
adopted parents, but to obviate this the 
‘ visitors ”. keep their official eye on the 
boy, periodically, till he becomes, legally, 
a man, 

The Children’s Village has its own way 
of interpreting..the.prospects that accrue 
from this new start in the glorious West, 
and among its whispered tales o’ Winter 
nights are stories of those who have gone 
before, wonderful stories of boys who 
have gone forth from the “ village” into 
the Far West and become Sheriffs and 
Mayors and Congressmen, and~yes—even 
cattle kings. 

This is only one of the many schemes 
to encourage, to inspire eternal hope in 
thelr temporary commitment, it 
the, ethical intention of the “‘ village ”’ ‘to 
make the boys regard their commitment 
as ja release from the bondage of ignor- 
ande and dependence.

| They require-pretty evening gowns quite 
as much as the more formal girl, even if 
they cannot afford many of them. They 
want the right thing. and they want it 
becoming and well made. Many of them 
choose white satin for reasons of style 
and econemy. 

Chiffon, net, tulle,:or any of the trans- 
parent gauzes may be depended upon to 
tear, to fray, to disintegrate, before the 
Winter {s half over. They are extremely 
pretty, but they are extravagant. They 
require a silk Lning because they are 
transparent, and’ they do not clean as 
well as they should. 

Satin has none of these disadvantages. 
There are cheap grades of it that are not 
worth the buying, but remember they are 
merely cheaper imitations of a handsome 
weave. 

There are other satins, not expensive, 
which are genuine. They are called mes- 
saline, satin crépe, satin cashmere, and 
by many other names that shops use 
more than. dressmakers.

Arts and Crafts Sioweiont So Widespread as to Come Into No Inconsiderable 


HE arts and crafts movement in 
this country has now reached 
considerable proportions, and 
the craftsmen have come into 

Aefinite if not extensive competition with 
the machine workers. In a@ lecture giv- 
en a week or so ago by Mr. Ashbee, the 
English leader of the arts and crafts 
movement, discrimination between work 
that could be better and more 


suitably done by the machine and that 
best suited to the labor of the hand was 
spoken of as the mark of an intelligent 
attempt to solve the problem. Orna- 
ment, no doubt, would be pretty gener- 
ally regarded as a proper field for 
hand work, and the modern craftsmen 
are probably wise in confining their at- 
tention chiefly to ornamental work. 

In the second annual exhibition of the 
American craftsmen in the galleries of 
the National Arts Club jewelry forms 
the largest exhibit, and something like 
600 examples are shown. It is interest- 


ing to note that within the last three or 
four years a marked advance has been 
made in the regard paid by the workers 
to the especial quality of the metal 
used. Only a short time ago it was 
common to find in hand- made jewelry 
the most extraordinary combinations of 
comparatively cheap metals with valu- 
able stones, and vice versa; designs 
suitable to the coarsest and heaviest 
materials were worked out in gold and 
silver, there was little notice taken of 
the possibilities of surface, and any- 
thing intricate or delicate or severe was 
unknown except in the case of a few 
craftsmen trained in the principles of 
art and high ideals of 


beauty and appropriateness.

considerations in any important at- 
tempt to place handicraft in direct com- 
petition with machine-made goods. 
There is still plenty of rather barbaric 
design and but rightly, not 
wrongly, applied. Mr. Mrs. Ved- 
der’s interesting work in this direction 
has a note of distinction derived from 
the thoroughly artistic character of the | 
design and the knowledge of artistic 
effect which invariably results in a true 
completeness at the opposite pole from 
false finish. Nothing could have a 
“finer appropriateness in the relation of 
the design and manner of execution to 
the material than the three bag mounts 
by these competent. craftsmen. One 
cannot but wish that they would add 
a@ metal now little favored to those in 
which they work with so much feeling 
for the right treatment—iron, that is, 
which reached such heights of artistic 
under Louis XIII., himself 
of considerable skill. 
Among other workers who have an 
innate sense of fitness\are Mr. Brain- 
erd Thresher, who manages in his com- 
binations of rhythmical lines to keep 
on the safe side of the growing tend- 
ency toward l'art nouveau”; and 
whose carved horn set with amethyst 
and gold pendants with yellowish opals 
are beautiful in color; Mr. Whitbeck, 
whose tree design in a silver pendant 
is admirable; Miss Grace Hazen, and|

I grant that the hunter will encircle the 
orbit of the squirrel, but it is not a case 
parallel with the. earth and moon. The 
earth, rotating on its axis, presents its 
whole circumference to the moon, wheréas 
hunter and squirrel constantly face each 
other, and neither ever sees the other’s 
back. 

It is a case parallel to two children rid- 
ing in swings on opposite sides of a merry- 
go-round, except that in the latter case the 
axis is eccentric. While I grant that the 
hunter will go around the squirrel’s path, 
he will not go around the squirrel, unless 
a squirrel can be found that will rotate on 
his blessed axis.

Mr. Charles Kennedy has 
conceived and created notable 
work, one of fine imaginative 
dramatic quality, which though sombre 
in theme, and occasionally slow in 
movement, is in the main of such force 
and eloquence that its defects are of 
minor importance compared with its 
great merit. That it is a work which 
is likely to attain any great measure of 
popularity may be reasonably doubted. 
It lacks the large sentimental interest 
of “‘ The Servant in the House” and the 
sensational element involved in the in- 
troduction of the Christ figure, which 
stimulated curiously in the other play. 
But Mr. Kennedy may take heart out 
of the fact that it yet remains to be 
proved that the acclaim of the multi-

Winterfeast” is for the main part a 
tale told with great richness of imag- 
inative detail and much dramatic force. 
It pictures interesting incidents color- 
fully, while its characters are evolved 
and move with a faithful adherence to | 
their own intrinsic qualities, and to the 
period, circumstances, and surroundings 
in which they are exhibited. 

The play is remarkable in the solidity 
of its structure and its preservation of 
the unities of time and place, and

resources of his craft. Were “The Win- 
terfeast” a play of modern life there 
might be some point to the objections 
urged against its soliloquies, but Mr. 
Kennedy’s outlook is poetic, and though 
in this case he expresses himseif in 
prose, the remoteness of the theme, the 
unusual quality of the characters, and 
the heroic nature of the action, pro- 
vide an excuse for a lapse into archaic 
form. 

The playwright has been more at fault 
in a certain vagueness of motive. The 
suggestion of inevitably recurrent woe 
as a resultant of falsehood and decep- 
tion is by no means so c.early indicated 
as the opposing theme of the efficacy 
of good in “ The Servant in the House.” 
Doubtiess in the printed page the lesson 
of Mr, Kennedy s later play is suggested 
strongiy enough, but for one reason or 
another it fails to become sufficiently 
audible and visible in the theatre. 

Nevertheless, ‘“‘The Winterfeast” is 
an impressive contribution to the drama 
and deserves the attention of serious- 
minded playgoers and. lovers of good 
dramatic literature. Whether there are 
enough of these to make its continuance 
in the theatre profitable for any length 
of time is dubious enough. It is gener- 
ally estimated that about six thousand 
persons a week are required to estab- 
lish the success of a theatrical enter- 
prise in this city. And at that rate it 
would seem that the available supply 
of people capable of appreciating and 
enjoying @ work of this character
